: CARING FOR LATE POTATOES 


Tubers 
Are 
Too 
Often 
Neglected 
After First Few Weeks of Growth 


— Use Light Cultivator. 


On many farms the potatoes arc 
well eared for during the first few 
weeks of their growth, but late in the 
season they are left to take care of 
• themselves. 
It is true that 
deep 
cultivation. 
ofter tho plants are fairly well grown, 
w ill he harmful, but the occasional 
use of a light cultivator, with teeth 
not more than an inch and a quarter 
wide, m ay well be continued until the 
tubers are nearly ripe, or the vines 
I have become so large as to prevent 
further work between the rows. 
The destruction of injurious insects 
is, another m atter which usually re- 
j ceives fairly prompt and thorough at­ 
tention during the first half of the 
growing season, hut which, on many 
farms, docs not receive sufficient at­ 
tention later on. 
The fight against 
, the enemies should be continued to 
the end of the growing season. 
This 
will allow the tubers to reach their 
full size and to become thoroughly 
ripe. 
It w ill also do much to prevent 
the appearance of large numbers of 
“ bugs” next year. 


Drive Out Granary Pests. 


W hen the new grain goes into the 
granary, drive out the weevils and 
other pests. 
A few open dishes of bi­ 
sulphide of carbon set around w ill do 
it. 
Then close the granary tightly 
and make yourself scarce while the 
stuff is evaporating, for the vapor 
goes downward and you may get a 
whiff of it, to your great harm.

lights and fire away.

The question as to the amount of 
feed a hen will eat is nest answered 
by the following interesting figures; 
The Maine experiment station, in 
the course of recent tests extending 
over a period of one year, found that 
a hon in this time consumed OO pounds 
of grain and meal mixture, 40 pounds 
of oyster shell, 2.4 pounds of bone, 2 
pounds of grit. 2.4 pounds of charcoal 
j and IO pounds of clover. 
These m a­ 
terials cost the station $1.45. 
This is 
about the average cost per hen for 
most poultrymen. although we have 
met people who have done even bet­ 
ter than this. 
It is perhaps higher i 
than the average farmer pays to feed 
his hens, but it is a fair estimate for 
J those who raise chickens as a busi­ 
ness.

CARING FOR MOLTING HENS 


Process Should Not Be Injurious to 
Fowls Properly Fed and Sheltered— 
Long Rest Is Needed. 


It is to be expected that most ot 
the hens will commence molting dur­ 
ing the early part of September. The 
loss fo the old feathers and the grow­ 
ing of a new* crop will make some­ 
thing of a drain upon the vital forces, 
but, as it is a purely natural process. 
it should not be permanently injuri­ 
ous to fowls that are properly fnd and 
sufficiently protected from storms and 
j changes of temperature. 
Bv alternat- 
! ing light and heavy feeding and add­ 
ing condiments to the food and tonics 
to the drinking water, it is possible 
to hasten the molt.' There are excep­ 
tional cases in which it is w*ell to take 
this course, but, as a rule, it is not 
advisable. 
While they are changing one coat 
for another it is not natural for hens 
to lay many eggs, and it is a great 
mistake to attempt to force them to 
lay by giving stimulating foods. 
They 
need this period of from ten to four­ 
teen w*eeks for rest and for the growth 
of newr feathers. 
During this time 
they should 
have g^od 
care, with 
plenty of pur** w ater and clean grit. 
Animal food of some kind should be 
given, with a liberal grain ration, to­ 
gether with a small quantity of lin­ 
seed meal, and it will be of marked 
advantage to add a pint of sunflower 
seeds per day for each dozen hens.
